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DR. GRUBER IN PARIS. Dr. Karl Gruber, Austrian Foreign Minister, who 
arrived in Paris on March 6 in order to attend a session of the Council 
of the OEFEC, of which he is-a Vice President, conferred in the French 
capital with Ambassador at Large Philip C. Jessup and Under Secretary 
Ernest Davies, heacs of the United States and United Kingdom Delegat- 
ions at the Paris meeting of the Big Four Foreign Ministers! Deputies, 
and with Mr. Ee Mallet, British Deputy for the Austrian State Treaty. 
Drs Gruber also paic visits to French Foreign Minister Schuman and to 
Mr. Andrei Gromyko, Deputy Foreign Minister of the Soviet Union. 





ELECTION OF THE NEW FEDERAL PRESIDENT. On February 20, the Austrian 
Council of Ministers approved a proclamation fixing the election of 
the new federal president for Sunday, May 6th, in accordance with 
Article 64, Paragraph 2, of the Austrian Constitution. 

To date, three political parties -- the People's Party, the Social- 
ist Party and the Communist Party -- have naned their candidates for 
the presidential election. The first party to make its candidate known 
was the Socialist Party which, at a party conference held in Vienna on 
February 2Srd, unanimously chose Dr. Theodor Koerner, a retired general 
and now Lord Mayor of the City of Vienna, to be its standard-bearer in 
the coming electione At its national convention in Salzburg, the 
People's Party selected Dr. Heinrich Gleissner, the present Governor of 
Upper Austria, as its candidate. The Leftist Bloc (Conmunistg)has put 
-forward the former Vice President of the Austrian Trade Union Federation 
and now a member of the Upper Chamber of Parliament, Gottlieb Fiala, 
as its candidate for the position of federal president. In separate 
election appeals, both the People's and Socialist Parties emphasized 
that in the presidential election, not so much parties as personalities 
were competing for the people's mandate, and urged that the electoral 
campaign be conducted in complete fairness and along such lines as are 
consistent with the dignity and responsibility of 4 future federal 
_ president. The “Austrian Information" Bulletin will publish in one 
of its next issues a comprehensive account of the candidates with a 
short biography of each, as well as excerpts from the election appeals 
of the various parties. 





CHANCELLOR FIGL REAFFIRMS AUSTRIAN POLICY AT PEOPLE'S PARTY CONVENTIONe 
At the National Convention of the Austrian People's Party, which was 
held in Salzburg from March 2nd to the 4th in the presence of some 500 
delegates from all over Austria and numerous foreign political figures, 
Austrian Chancellor Dr. Leopold Figl, who is also Chairman of the 
People's Party, presented an extensive policy statement in which he 
touched on the problems and goals of the country's external and in- 
ternal policy. Dr. Figl opened his address by expressing bitter dis- 
appointment at the fact that Austria was still dragging the chains of 

&@ fourfold military occupation. "ie seek nothing more that our national 
freedom, independence and the organization of our country in accordance 
with our own economic and political principles. If these principles 
bear a closer resemblance to the Western forms of life, it is because 
of Austria's historic development and tradition as a contributing factor 
in the formation of Western culture and civilization, Whoever intends 
to infringe upon freedom in any field, beginning with that of economy 
to the domain of science, art ad religion, whoever tries to subject 
the Austrian people to the despotism and arbitrary action of a system 
fopign to their thinking -- will meet with fierce resistance". -In this 
connection, Chancellor Figl stressed that Austria naturally wanted the 
State Treaty and had done everything that had been demanded of her as 

@ precoridition for the Treaty. "But there was one thing that the Aus- 
trian people do not want", the Chancellor continued, “namely a treaty 
that instead of freedom and independence wotld bring us a political dict- 
atorship. Austria does not want to build her. life on the principle of 
enmity between nations, but on the principle of cooperation between 
them." Dr, Figl said that if all four occupying powers would act on 
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the basis of this principle the €tate Treaty, as it now stood, could 
be concluded within a few hours. 

In discussing questions of domestic policy, Dr. Figl emphasized 
that the coalition between the People's Party and the Soelalist Party 
had proven to be in the interest of the nation, and that this political 
union, which represented some 85% of the Austrian population, undoubt- 
edly contained greater possibilities of success than if the major 
parties would act at crossepurposes. Recognition should be given to 
the contribution made by the Socialists to the task of reeonstruction. 
The Austrian Chancellor than paid tribute to the salutary effect of the 
Marshall Plan on the continuing rehabilitation of the country's econ- 


omy and, in closing, expressed his support of the principle of Burope- 
an unity. 


PEOPLE'S PARTY ELECTS EXECUTIVE COYMITTEE OFFICERS. Dr, Leopold Figl 
Was re-elected chairman of the People's Party at the latter's national 
convention in Salzburg. Deputy Mayor Weinberger, former Minister Raab, 
Minister of Agriculture Josef Kraus, and Mrs. Solar, a member of the. 
Austrian Parliament, were elected deputy chairmen. Minister «sf Educa- 
tion Felix Hurdes was elected General Secretary of the party and : 
Director Josef Scheidl his deputy. Other officials elected were 
Secretary of State Graf to the post of Director for party organization 
and propaganda and Dr. Habich to that of Director of finances. 








U.S. LABOR LEADERS IN VIENNA. The Educational Director of the CIO, 
Victor Reuther, and kdgarddeLasalle of the CIO Steel Workers Union, 
arrived in Vienna in mid-February as part of their study trip through 
Europes In the Austrian capital they met with leading public figures 
and personalities of the Trade Union Federation, and were also received 
by Chancellor Figl. At a subsequent press conference the American 
labor leaders gave newsmen an impression of their visit. Victor 
Reuther, who will soon take up his new job as European representative 
of the CIO, said among other things that "the progress that has been 
made in Vienna is obvious, In no other European country is the eco- 
nomic rehabilitation more striking and more noteworthy than in little 
Austria, where there are so many difficulties to overcome. Nowhere 
have the Communists suffered a more decisive defeat than in Austria, 
The determination of the Austrian workers and of the entire Austrian 
people to remain free and to fight for their freedom has made a tre- 
mendous impression upon us,” ire Reuther said that the credit for 

this was primarily due to the derocratic labor unions and their polite 
igal allies. "Communism cannot be defeated by mere anti-Cemmunism -- 
that is a lesson that the entire world can learn fram Austria's workers,’ 
In closing, Mr. Reuther said that economic assistance to Austria and 
to other European countries should be continued in such a volume as to 
bring about a continuing improvement in the standayd of living,

oe We ELLENBOGEN, VETERAN SOCIALIST LEADER, DIES IN NEW YORK. 

itheim EiTenbogen, a member of the Rustrian Parliament for more 
ches 50 years, who came to the United States in 1940 as a refugee from 
Nazism, died on February 24, 1951, in Wadsworth Hospital after a brief 
iliness. Dr, Ellenbogen was one of the best-known figures of European 
Socialism before and after World War I, and was a senior member of the 
Austrian Social Democratic Party, After the postewar eleetions of 
Marsch 1919, Dr. Ellenbogen became a member of Dr. Renner's cabinet, 
first as Under Secretary of Commerce and then as Secretary of. State 
for Nationalization, He resigned from the cabinet in 1920 but re- 
mained active on the party's board of directors until 1924 In 1939 
he made a temporary stay in France before coming to the United States 
shortly thereafter, In World War II he served as a member of the 
Austrian Labor Committee in New York which maintained contact with 
exiled groups and the Austrian underground, later he became Honorary 
Chairman of the Friendg of Austrian Labor. 

On February 27, at 3 peme, a memorial service was held for him 
at the Riverside Memorial Chapel in New York, Speeches were delivered 
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by Dr. Franz Vatsch, Austrian Consul General, by Mr. Abramovich, an 
exiled Russian Socialist, by a representative of the Jewish Labor 
Committee, and by Dr. 0. Leichter, a well-known Austrian Socialist 
who is now on the Staff of the United Nations Secretariat. 


AUSTRIAN GOVERNMENT EXPRESSES SYMPATHY AT JOHN ERHARDT'S DEATH. 
Following the death of Minister John Erhardt, who had been the first 
political representative of the United States to the Austrian Federal 
Government after the war and who died in Capetown on February 17, 
1951, at the age of 61 as a result of a heart attack, Chancellor 
Leopold Figl addressed an offical communication to U.S. High Commiss- 
loner Walter J. Donnelly in which he expressed the deep-felt sympathy 
of the Austrian Goverrment. The Austrian Chancellor and Foreign 
Minister Karl Gruber, in their message of condolence to Yr. Erhardt's 
widow, paid tribute to the former envoy's services on behalf of Aus« 
tria. On the same occasion, Mayor Koerner of Vienna sent High Com- 
missioner Donnelly a telegram of sympathy. 





NEW GCVERNOR OF TYROL ELECTED, On February 27, 1951, the Tyrol State 
Assembly elected Deputy Alois Grauss, People's Party, Governor of 
Tyrol by a vote of 31 to O with 5 invalid votes. The other parties 
submitted no candidate. Governor Grauss replaces Dr.Alfons Weiss- 
gatterer who died on January 30. 





ALLIED COUNCIL SETS OCCUPATION COSTS FOR AUSTRIA. In its meeting of 
February 21, 1951, the Allied Council reached an accord regarding the 
amount of occupation costs to be charged Austria in 1949, 1950 and 
1951. It fixed the costs for 1951 at 420 million schillings, that is 
140 million for each of the Occupying Powers, with the exception of 
the United States which waved its right to collect occupation costs, 
in accordance with the American-Austrian agreement of July 21, 1947. 

In connection with this Allied Council decision, Socialist Dep- 
uty Migsch demanded in Parliament that the Austrian Government em- 
phatically request the foreign ministers' conference, should it be 
held, to relieve Austria of the payment of all further occupation 
costs. According to the American news service in Austria, the total 
occupation costs for 1949 amount to 137 million schillings per occue - 
pying power or a combined amount which represents 7.27% of the Aus- 
trian federal budget. For 1950, the cost is 125 million schillings 
per occupying power or 4.67% of the budget. The Austrian Government 
is entitled to deduct from the share of each occupying power for 
1949-50 any sums it has advanced to defray the maintenance cost of 
that power's troops during the period in question, The balance for 
1949-50 must be paid to each power in cash schillings and in quarter- 
ly installments payable at the start of each quarter of 1951. 





AUSTRIAN CIVIL SERVANT KILLED BY RUSSIAN SOIDIER. Chancellor Leopold 
Figl announced at the meeting of the Council of Ministers on February 
21, 1951, that an Austrian federal employee had been killed by a 
soldier of the:Russian army of occupation in Baden, near Vienna. 

Two other Austrians were seriously wounded in the same incident. 

The Austrian Chancellor added that the Federal Govermrent would lodge 
a protest with the Soviet High Commissioner. 





SOVIET AUTHORITIES INTERFERE WITH AUSTRIAN AMNESTY PROVISIONS. Dr. 
Otto Tschadek, the Austrian Minister of Justice, recently revealed 
that those prisoners interned at the Stein Prison who had been granted 
an amnesty are permitted to bé released only upon the specific approv- 
al of Soviet occupation authorities. Such was the tenor of an order 
issued by the Russian authorities in Austria. When the legal depart-~ 
ment of the Russian Administration was contacted for an explanation 

of this violation of Austrian sovereignty, the Austrian authorities 
were told that amnesties of political prisoners were not recognized 

in the Soviet Occupation Zone, All attempts to solve this question 
through the Allied Council have so far been fruitless, 





AUSTRIA TO TAKE MEASURES FOR PROTECTING HER SUPPLY OF RAW MATERIALS 
OD. On February 19 the Austrian council of Ministers decided 
atter careful deliberation on a series of measures which the present 
world shortage of critical supplies have made imperative for the 
protection of Austria's supply of raw materials and food. The major 
result of this decision will be the creation of an Economic Director- 
ate composed of nine miniaters, whose function it will. be to coordina- 
te the activities of the various ministries and interested groups 
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concerned with economic ratters, and to lay the foundation for stricter 
economic controls, The Council of Ninigters also agreed to amend the 
laws governing the control of raw materials, foreign trade, food dis- 
tribution and prices, It was erphasized, however, that the Government 
was not thinking of returning to such extensive food and farm controls 
as existed in the period before 1949. But the Government does intend 
to retain such freedom of action as would enable it to take the neces- 
sary measures quickly in the event of sudden adverse developments in 
the economic field, The amendment of the Raw WVaterials Control Law is 
intended to give the new Eoonomic Directorate the authority to exercise 
a stronger influence on the control of raw materials than was the case 
under this law in its 1949 version. It was pointed out, however, that 
the products and categories of goods subject to the provisions of this 
law would not be controlled at once and in full, but would be controlled 
on the basis of specific regulations to be issued by the Federal Minis-— 
try of Trade. 


ECA RELEASES 100 MILLION FOR WINTER EMERGENCY PROGRAM. The ECA Mission 
In Vienna notified the Austrian Government on February 21 that the ECA 
in Washington has released 100 million schillings for the continuatioy 
of the Austrian winter emergency program, Of this amount, 25 million 
are intended for general housing projects and 20 million for the cen- 
struction of workers' hcmes. Further, 21,884,000 schillings are ear~- 
marked for the continuation of various industrial investments, 8,279,000 
schillings for the federal railways, 4,175,000 for Past and Telegraph 
Administration, 13,403,000 for emergency projects under the authority 
of the Ministry of Trade, and 7,259,000 for investment and emergency 
projects in forestry and agriculture, 





METHODIST RELIGIOUS ASSOCIATION RECOGNIZED IN AUSTRIA. The Austrian 
Council of Ministers, in its meeting of February 20, 1951, authorized 
Minister of Education Dr. Felix Hurdes to issue aw official decree 
giving formal recognition to the members of the Methodist religieus 
denomination as a religious body. | 





NEW U.S. COMMANDING GENERAL APPOINTED IN VIFNNA. Lt.Gen. Se LeRoy 
irwin, Commanding General of the United States Forces in Austria, 
anneunced the appointment of Brig.Gen. William T. Fitts as Commanding 
General in Vienna and U.S. representative on the Vienna City Command. 
General Fitts replaces Major General P. Swift, whe was given command 
of a tank division at Fort Knox, Ky. , 





HEAD OF AMERICAN DISPLACED PERSONS COMMISSION IN VIENNA. John W.Gibson, | 
head of the American Displaced Persons Commission, arrived in Vienna 

at the end of February accompanied by the European coordinator of the 
DP. Commission, Robert Corkery. The purpose of his visit is to faci- 
litate the immigration into the United States of an additional 5,500 
DP's from United Nations member states and 14,000 ethnic Germans from 
Austria, within the framework of the 1948 D.P. law. 





AUSTRIAN ENVOY TO ARGENTINA ACCREDITED TO URUGUAY AS WELL. The Austrian 
Minister to Argentina, Ing. Stefan Tauschitz, was also accredited as 


minister to Uruguay, and presented his credentials to the President of 
that country in Montevideo on February 23.

NEW TRADE AGREEMENT WITH YUGOSLAVIA. On February 14, 1951, a Yugoslave 
Austrian trade agreement for 1951 was signed in Belgrade, stipulating 

a volume of trade in the amount of 20 millisan dollars in both direct} 
ions. Under the new treaty,.Austria will grant Yugoslavia a long-term 
credit in the amount of 10 million dollars for the purchase of capital 
goods, This credit will then be repaid at a later date by regular 
Yugoslav exports to Austria. Yugoslavia will supply Austria primarily 
with copper, bauxite, nonferrous metal ore, tobacco, chemicals and 
agricultural products, in exchange for Austrian pig iron, steel, machie 
nery, magnesium, paper and textiles. 





AUSTRIAN PARLIAMENT AUTHORIZES “OOL CREDIT TRANSACTIONS. On July 25, 
1946, the Nationalrat adopted a Federal law governing the acceptance 

of foreign currency loans, and on January 25, 1950, extended the validi- 
ty of the law until December 31, 1952, If a recent Government bill to 
that effect is approved, the validity of this law will be further

extended to June 50, 1954 , At the present time, the primary applicat- 
ion of the law is in the field of wool credit transacticns with British 
banks for the purchase of textile raw materials on the world market, 

The English syndicate controlled by the Hambros Bank eas indicated 

its willingness to enlarge the credit from two and a half to three and 

a half million pounds sterling in view of the exemplary manner in wich 
the Austrian obligations were met on the previous credit. The Weste 
minster Bank, one of the five leading banks of England, is pamticipating 
in the grant of wool credits to Austria and has extended a eredit of 

one million pounds. The new credit will be valid for a period of 12 
monthse 


AUSTRIA TO RESUME COINING GOLD MONEY. A bill was recently intr duced 
in the Austrian Parliament authorizing the Government to resume minting 
gold coins. These will be of the 1892 design and bear that date. They 
will not be for general circulation, but for commercial purposes enly 
and are primarily intended for use in the Near East where the old 
Austrian 4 and 8 guilder gold coins are still in great dema.d. After 
adoption of the bill, the Austrian Vint will stamp such eoi:'s upon 
demand, provided the interested party supplies the actual geld needed 
for the coinage, The coinage fee will also have to be paid in gold. 





AUSTRIAN IMPORTERS TO BUY E.ReP. GRAIN DIRECT, The first direct pure 
chase of ERP grain through Austrian private trade channels will be 
effected shortly. Already some time ago Austrian authorities had re- 
guested the ECA mission in Vienna to discontinue deliveries of bread 
cereals to the Austrian Government and to permit their purchase in 

the United States by Austrian private importers directly. The ECA 
Mission and the ERP Ageney were favorably inclined towanj the request 
from the start, but pointed to the difficulties confronting the indi- 
vidual importer with regard to the shortage of shipping space. 
In the meantime, however, these difficulties have been evereome by the 
establishment of a space chartering section at the Austrian ERP agency 
in Washingtone The amount involved is 60,000 tonse 





INCREASED PRODUCTION SCHEDULES FOR AUSTRIA'S STATE-OWNED COAL MINES, 
In view of the continuing difficulties In the supply ef coal from. 
abroad and in expectation of a greater domestic demand, the "Kohlene 
holding Gesem.ebeH.” has raised the production goals of the state-owned 
coal mines for the year 1951. Overall output will be increased fram 
4,490,000 tons (1950) to 4,870,000 tons in 1951, with subseyuvent ine 
creases of one half million tons for every year thereafter, 





AUSTRIAN PAPER AND NEWSPRINT OUTPUT IN 1950. In 1950, Austria's com- 

bined output of paper and newsprint amounted to 240,000 tons, ef which 
127,000 tons were sold for home consumption and 115,000 tons exported. 
Newsprint production alone totalled 72,000 tons, of which 28,000 tons 

_ went into the domestic market and 44,000 tons were shipped abroad, 





NICKEL SULPHATE PRODUCTION STARTED IN AUSTRIA. Production has begun 
at the new nickel sulphate works of Brixlegg, Tyrol, which were built 
by the State Mining Authority at a cost of 3 million schillings, 1,8 
million of which were contributed by the ECA. The expected output from 
these works will not only meet all of Austria's damestic requirements, 
but will also allow for an annual export of betweep 150 and 180 tons. 





50,000 TONS OF NITROGENOUS FERTILIZER SOLD TO THE U.Se In addition to 
the sale of 20,000 tons of calcium amronium nitrate reported concluded 
in December 1950, the Austrian Nitrogen Works have now accepted an 
order for the sale of an additional 30,000 tons to the United States. 
This brings the tvctal of nitrogenous fertilizer to be shipped from 
Austria to the United States to 50,000 tons, which represents a value 
of several million dollars. Part of the previous order has already 
been delivered and further transactions are now being negotiated. 
Payment for these purchases is to be effected in dollarse 





AUSTRIA EXPORTING SPINNING MACHINES, Vienna's trade weekly, "Die 
Internationale Wirtschaft”, reports that Austria's machine industry 
has received a number of export orders for special spinning machines. 
An order from Weestern Germany for 80,000 marks'worth of spinning 
machines is now being filled and negotiations are under way on an 
order from the United States valued at about 15,000 dollars. Further 
inguiries have been received from this country and another transaction 
for these special Austrian spinning machines, ameunting to approx. 
50,000 dollars, is expected to be @oncluded soon. 
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EXPORTS OF AUSTRIAN EMBROIDERY ARTICLES INCREASE. The Vienna “Presse" 
recently reported that exports of Austrian embroidered articles con- 
tinue to increase. The December 1950 exports were four times greater 
than those of January 1950. This increase is mainly attributed to 
stepped-up advertising and promotion campaigns on the part of Austrian 
embroidery manufacturers, in Western Europe and the United States, as 
well as to the introduction of modern machinery. The Austrian em- 
broidery industry's centralized publicity office has contributed im- 
measurably to the sales successes at the Brussels, Frankfurt and 
Chicago fairs. 

The first special embroidery exhibition held in Dornbirn, in the 
heart of Austria's embroidery industry, turned out to be a great 
success. Plans are under way to organize a second embroidery exhibi- 
tion in Dornbirn this year. The industry is also planning to display 
its products at this year's Paris exhibition.

Gollars. This year's orders have come from the United States, Argen- 
tina, Australia, Germany, Spain and Italye One Austrian firm has re- 
ceived hickory wood for a value of more than $4,000 through ERP 
channels. This wood is used in the manufacture of Austria's famous 
skis. 





AUSTRIAN BICYCLES AVAILABLE AT FAVORABLE PRICES. Austrian bicycles 
and bicycle parts are now being oftered to foreign buyers at very 
favorable prices, the Austrian Trade Delegate to the U.S. recently 
announced. Visitors to Vienna's International Spring Fair, which will 
be held from March 11 to 18, will find a variety of typical Austrian 
machines, including racing bicycles, childrens! bicycles, week-end 
bicycles and ordinary city machines, as well as a wide assortment of 
spare parts. Austrian bicycles are, of course, available in all 
colors, although the preferred color for this spring was indicated as 
being light blue, set off by bright chromium partse 





AUSTRIAN PRINTING EXPERT TO VISIT NEW YORK. The owner of one of Aus- 
trias leading printing plants has informed the Office of the Austrian 
Trade Delegate that he will be in New York during the second half of 
March when he plans to contact Dun and Bradstreet-rated American 
firms interested in purchasing large quantities of greeting cards. 
The Austrian firm is one of the country's largest printers of four- 
color magazine supplements and before the war did a considerable 
amount of business with one of America's leading magazines. Today, 
the Austrian plart is again in a position to take on such orders.

AUSTRIAN EXPORTS OF MOTHER-OF-PEARL BUTTONS. Austria's mother-of-pearl 
batton manufacturers now have on hand export orders for a total of 
$80,000, the Press Service of the Austrian Federal Chamber of Commerce 
reported in Vienna. To enable these manufacturers to buy the neces- 
sary raw materials, hard currency allocations have been placed at 
their disposal from ECA funds. In view of the steaéily increasing 
demands for Austrian mother-of-pearl buttons, two Austrian artisan 
enterprises have decided to expand their production on a more ex- 
tensive industrial scale. 





VIENNA SPRING FAIR TO EXHIBIT LATEST TOYS. The toy exhibit at this 
year's Vienna Spring Fair, which reflects novel designs and new ideas 
in almost all lines, is attracting the attention of European 2rd over- 
seas visitors to the fair. Included among the new toys on disrisy 

are toy automobiles which can run for three hours on flashlight batter— 
ies, life-sized inflatable rubber toys, a toy fish which can swim on 
its own power, etc. Dolls are available in all materials, including 
fabric, papier-maché, rubber, plastics, and celluloid. 





AUSTRIAN FIRM INTRODUCES NOVEL PUBLICITY IDEA. The Zuckermann Werke 
of Vienna, manufacturers of wood machinery, have hit upon a novel angle 
for promoting their products. In a four-colored brochure, the company 
announced that any foreign visitor at the Vienna International Spring 
Fair who buys one of their machines will be the firm's guest during 
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his visit to the fair. It will pay for the foreign buyer's accomoda- 
tions, board, etc., but in order to prevent unfair exploitation of 
this offer, actual payment will be made by deducting the client's ex- 
penses from the invoice for the machinery ordered by him. The firm, 
which is located at Anastasius-Gruen-Gasse 22.24, Vienna 18, asks 
prospective buyers to advise them by cable of their pending arrival 
in order to enable them to arrange for hotel reservations. 


AUSTRIAN BUSINESS SCHOOLS 200 YEARS OLD. Austria is one of the first, 
if not the first country to have recognized the importance of official- 
ly accredited business schools. Wore than 200 years ago, long before 
the importance of these schools was recognized abroad, Austrian mer-~ 
chants, in cooperation with the Austrian Government, created the first 
school for the training of young business men, both in domestic and 
foreign trade practices. Austrian business schools today are still 
regarded as equal to the best anywhere and are working in close coop- 
eration with the International Association of Business School Gradu- 
ates. 





AUSTRIAN INV@INTS NEY WAY TC SHAVE. The old chore of shaving was some-~ 
what improved by a recent Austrian invention of utrost simplicity. 
Based on the fact that shaving is smoother when hot water ist used, 

an Innsbruck inventor has constructed a new shaving mirror which con- 
tains a heating element that warms the skin, thus softening it for a 
smoother shave. The heating element operates with infra-red rays which 
cannot burn the skin as ultra-violet rays could. 





EXHIBITION OF VALUABLE WANUSCRIFTS IY VIFNYA CITY HALI.e The Vienna 
Vunicipal Library is now staging an exhibition of valuable prints and 
manuscripts. Among the priceless exhibits shown are 4 draft of 
Grillparzer's first play “Die Ahnfrau" (The Ancestral Women); a manu- 
script of Ferdinand Kaimund's "Der Diamant des Geisterkoenigs" (The 
Diamond of the Ghost King); as well as a collected edition of the 
works of Zacharias Werner, whose many “tragedies of fate” have become 
characteristic of a long period of German theatrical history. Included 
in the rare first editions being exhibited are a piratical edition of - 
Goethe and a first ecition of Arthur Schnitzler with a personal dedic- 
- ation in the hand of the author. 





VIENNA PEOPLE'S UNIVERSITY C™LEERATES SOTH ANNIVERSARY. The Vienna 
Popular University "Volksheim , which is the oldest evening school of 
adult education not only in Vienna and Austria but also in all of 
Europe, celebrated its 50th anniversary on February 24. Wayor Koerner 
of Vienna declared in an official speech that this people's university 
had been founded on the principle that the rise and worth of a nation 
was to a large extent dependent on its level of education and that any 
field of learning can prosper only in the midst of an educated popula- 
tion. 





AUSTRIA ISSU"S KARL RENFER COMMEFORATIVE STAMP. On February 27, the 
‘Rustrian Post and Telegraph Administration Issued a black one-schilling 
commemorative stamp with a likeness of Dr. Karl Renner, in memory of 
the late President of Austria who died on December 31, 1950. The 
‘special memorial stamp, copperplate-engraved on Japanese paper at the 
Austrian State Printing Plant, is 29.8 x 38.5 mm in size, with the 
portrait dimensions 25.8 x 34.5 mr. ; 





FRAGMENTS OF PACHER ALTAR DISCOVERED. In the course of reconstruction 
work at the Franciscan Church in Salzburg, one of the workers discover- 
ed a fragment of a large mural which is believed to have been painted 
around the year 1500. The work bears the stylistic stamp of the so- 
called Pacher school and is even attributed by some to Michael Pacher 
(died in 1498) himself. The restoration of the fragmentary painting 
will be done in the art shops of Vienna's Museum of History of Arte 
This discovery is regarded as the most valuable painting brought to 
light in the last few years. 





VIENNA OPENING OF MENOTTI OPERA. Viennese music critics as well as the 
public enthusiastically praised the opening on Varch 2 of "The Consul" 
by the Italian-American composer Gian Carlo Menottise The Austrian 
premiere of this work was given at the Vienna State Opera. 





NEW OPERA BY AUSTRIAN COMPOSER EGON WELLESZ. The Austrian composer 
Egon Wellesz, who is now living in England, has just completed the 
music of a light opera entitled "Incognito". The libretto is based 
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on a short story from the 18th century by the English author William 
Congreve. 


VIENNA STATE OPERA AND VIENNA PHILHARBONJC PERFORM IN PARIS. The Vienna 
State Opera gave two guest performances in Paris early in March under 
the musical direction of Dr. Karl Boehm. Mozart's "Figaro" and Wag- 
ner's"Tristan and Isolde" were the operas presented. On the occasion 

of this visit the Vienna Philharmonic also gave two orchestral cancerts 
under the baton of Clemens Kraus, which included the "“Symphenia Dom- 
estica" by Richard Strauss. From Paris, the State Opera ensemble went 
to Brussels for a guest appearance in the Belgian capital. Recipro- 
cating the visit of the Vienna State Opera to Paris, the Paris Opera 
will come to Vienna next season, 





SALZBURG PUPPET THEATER GIVES GUEST PERFORMANCES IN HOLLAND AND ENGLAND. 
The Salzburg Puppet Theater left for the Netherlands on Warch 1 for a 
protracted tour of that country. It had just returned from a number of 
guest performances in Vienna.

RELIGIOUS FILM FESTIVAL TO BE HELD IN AUSTRIA. The Catholic Film 
Commission is organizing an International Religious Film Festival in 
Austria, to be held from April 22 to 29 of this year. The festival 
is intended to present a survey of the latest accomplishments in the 
religious motion picture field and will feature top films from all 
the leading film-producing countries. Seven entire evenings will be 
devoted to their presentation and to the showing of cultural films as 
well, There will also be lectures, meetings and receptions. 





AUSTRIAN "OSCAR" AWARDS MADE TO BEST AUSTRIAN FILVS. The Austrian 
“Oscar”, a silver cup which is awarded annually by an Austrian jury 
to the Austrian picture that is not only judged to have greatest 
artistic value, but is also found to be most popular by the movie~ 
geing public, was given this year to the film "Vagabunden", starring 
Attila Hoerbiger and Paula Wessely. In 1948, the first year a prize- 
winning film was chosen, the Austrian "Oscar" was awarded to the film 
"Der Engel mit der Posaune”, In 1949, it was given to the picture

life and works of the Jewish philosopher and founder of Zionism, Dr. 
Theodor Herzl, who lived in Vienna. | 





The Diana Filr 
Company's educational film "ABO im Schnee” will oe the first Austrian 
educational picture to be synchronized in Arabice The new version wil 
be shown in Cairo shortly. 





SKI ACE DAGMAR ROM TO APPEAR IN AUSTRIAN FILM. A new Austrian film, . 
entitled "The Border” (Die Grenze), featuring the world's ski champion 
Dagmar Rom in the leading role, is now being made in the Zillertal, 
Tyrol. This sports picture is under the direction of the Tyrolean 
motion picture director Dr. Harald Reinl. The outdoor scenes are 
being filmed under the most trying weather conditions, with temperae 
tures far below the freezing point (at some fifteen degrees centigrade 
below zere6). 





AUSTRIA HAS EXCELLENT WINTER SEASON. There was a great influx of 
foreign tourists at all Austrian sport resorts during the Christmas 
and New Year's holidays, Most frequented were the vacation areas ef 
the Tyrol and Vorarlberg, where visitors from Great Britain and Italy 
predominated. Jn Salzburg three more tourist hotels have been opened, 
thus increasing the number of beds to 2,000. At Zell am See several 
new ski tracks have been opened and a new ski lift installed, Througr 
out March, Austria will again be the scene of many national and inter- 
national sports contests, Austria's tourist representatives abroad 
report a constant flow of inouiries and bookings and it is believed 
in informed tourist circles that this year's winter season in Austria 
will live up to all expectations. 
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AUSTRIAN SOCCER ASSOCIATION CALLS OFF THREATENED STRIKE. The Austrian 

occer Association, which on February 9 had voted to stop all soccer 
activity after February 25 in protest against new tax regulations by 
the Ministry of Finance, called off its strike on February 21. The 
regular soccer season started on the 24th as scheduled. 


AUSTRIAN TOURIST POSTER WINS FIRST PRIZE IN PARIS. At the inter- 
national exhibition of fourist posters held in Paris at the end of 
February, the jury of an international competition for the best 
poster awarded first. prize to an Austrian entry singling it out from 
among some fifty posters submitted by twelve countries. The prize- 
winning poster, entitled "Styria", is in bright colors and shows a 
native of that province in local costume gazing at the snow-covered 
Austrian Alps. The second and third prizes went to Air France and 
the French State Railways, respectively. The Austrian poster is 

the work of the painter Rustenberg. 





WHERE TO OBTAIN GREY CARDS FOR TRAVEL TO VIENNA. The occupational 
forces travel permit (grey card), which 1s still required for travel 
to Vienna, will henceforth be issued to all holders of a United 
States passport, as well as those holding a United Kingdom passport, 
a Commonwealth passport (with the exception Of India)or a French pass- 
port, by the High Commission Permit Office for Germany, c/o Depart- 
ment of State, Washington, D. C, This will be the only agency in 
North America where such permits will be obtainable. The grey card 
is issued free of charge. It is not necessary for Vienna-bound 
travellers to send in their passport; they need only indicate its 
number and its period of validity, as well as the duration of their 
contemplated trip. It may be recalled in this connection that 
American citizens require no military perrit or Austrian visa for 
travel to the Western zones of Austria. All they need is a valid 
American passport. 





AUSTRIANS TO RECEIVE FRENCH, ENGLISH AND U.£. VISAS FREE OF CHARGE. 
The Austrian lb inistry of the Interior recently announced that Aus- 
trian nationals would henceforth reeeive visas for travel to France, 
England and the United States free of charge. 





FIRST INTERNAL AUSTRIAN AIR SERVICE: VIENNA-LINZ. The former American 
military airport of Hoersehing near Linz has been released for civil- 
ian plane service and incorporated into the network of international 
air routes. The first plane to land on the field after its return 

to civilian air traffic was a ship of the Scandinavian Airlines 
System which arrived from Munich on February 24 at 6 pe me Another 
S.A.S. plane, coming from Vienna covered the distance to Linz in 30 
minutes. Through service to the rest of the world will be available 
at Munich and Frankfurt, The new Vienna to Linz line will also 

carry airmail and air freight, in addition to its regular passenger 
service, The Dutch KIM Lines and Suisse Air are also interested in 
using the Hbrsching airport. An Italian air line is planning to 
inaugurate a Romee-hilan-Linz-Prague service, 





NEW AUSTRIAN REGULATIONS FOR GIFT PARCELS TO AUSTRIA. The Austrian 
Trade Delegate announces the following regulations governing the 
mailing of gift parcels to Austria. | 

; According to the latest regulations of the Austrian government, 
gift parcels containing food and clothing may now be sent to Austria 
if the value of each parcel does not exceed 1,000 Austrian schillings 
(one dollar equals 21.36 schillings). Such gift parcels are exempt 
from Austrian import licensing and custom duties. The Austrian cust- 
oms authorities will recognize parcels as "gift parcels” if: 

1. It is obvious beyond any doubt that the content of a parcel 
is an outright gift, or if this fact can be proven by the recipient 
by means of letters from the donor, etc., 

2. There is no doubt that the contents of a parcel are not ine 
tended for commercial use, but solely for the personal use of the 
addressee, his family or household employees. 

Gift parcels sent by charitable organizations will generally be 
allowed into the country without payment of custom duties and with- 
out the need for obtaining import licenses, but such organizations 
should always ascertain that the Austrian authorities are in posses- 
sion of the pertinent data proving their eharitable character, 

Gift parcels containing alcoholic beverages, tobacco, etc. are 
subject to special regulations.
